—Budget Debate, 

OiTAWA, March 29. — An Important change 
in the tatilf is ^ oaloalated' to -benefit the 
Paolfio route. ^ Tea 'from England has 
hitherto been free. Now It is dutiable at 
ten cents per pound, aa from the United 
States. The manufnoturera in tho difTerent 
industries are making a tremendous Itick 
against the tariff, a pretty good evidence 
that they have been badly hit. 

Tho 'French treaty was again discussed 
before the ministers to-day. A large depu- 
tation of wino-growers are urging its non- 
ratification or else that they be granted the 
same privileges as to power to fortify weak 
wines tliat the wine-makers of France and 
tho United States had. 

The prohibition members have deputed 
Mr. Flint to move their resolution. Mr. 
Roome will be the aeponder. 

Mr. Stairs will move to prevent the Im- 
portation of adulterated tea. 

The papers in tho MoQreevy. Connolly 
case wore presented to Parliament to-day. 
J udge Rose, in hia report to the Govern- 
ment, eaid there was nothing in the case to 
warrant his recommendation for interfer- 
ence, although SB regards the defendants 
poraonally, probably further inipriaonment 
wua unneceaaary and would aorvo no good 
purpnae. Three medical men aaid that their 
further confinement would endanger tho 
lives of the priaonorB. 

In tho Coinmong, to-day, Mr. MoMuUen 
introduced a bill to abolish superannuation 
as rcg^irda civil servants appointed after the 
pasaiiga of the measure. 

Tho debate on the tariff was reaumcd by 
Mr. Wallace, who made an excellent speech. 
Messrs. Charlton, Wood and McMullen fol- 
lowed. Mr. Hazen will resume the dlsous- 
sion to-morrow. 



EIGHT HOURS A DAY. 

Ilesnlt of Olio Firm's Kxperlenco of That 

.SjStDUl. 

LoN-Doy, March 29.— William Mather, 
member of parliament, a member of tho firm 
of Mather & Pratt Sanford (iron works), in 
his report of tho experience of the firm in 
the firat year's trial of an eight hour day for 
its employes, instead of nine hours, without 
a rcduotion of wages, says the trial was a 
complete sucoeSB. The output has been 
greater than ever before< without inoceaaa 
of expense. The twelve hundred men enir 
ployed In the 'establishinent worked~alieer- 
fully in double shifts during times of pres- 
sure upon tho works, but liave never been 
paid, nor have thoy expected over time. 
Mather auggeata tho adoption of the eight 
hour law. All tho newspapers comment 
favorably on Mather's plan, 



HUDSON BAY POLICY. 

It Is Not to Absorb the Canadian Northwest 
Company. 

LoNDoy, March 29. — The statement which 
has been going the rounds of tho Canadian 
papera to the effect that tho Hudson Bay 
company were seeking to absorb the Cana- 
dian Northwest company is contradicted in 
the best informed oiroles here. There are 
suctgestions currsnt that tbere is a possibil- 
ity of oo-cpsration between the two com- 
panies in settling the lands, but nothing 
more. Tho Canada Northwest Land com- 
pany's returns show that the land in the 
Province of Ontario ia now selling at 5 per 
cent, higher than the prices realized last 
year and 15 percent, better than the prices 
of 1886.

San Francisco, March 29.— Monday

One of tho Members of the Bebringf 
Sea Board of Arbitra- 
tion Dead. 



He Was Also One of the Judges at 
the Celebrated Paruell 
Trial. 

London, March 29. — Baron Hannen died 
to-day, aged 73 KIght Hon, Sir James 
Hannen was the- eldest Son of the late James 
Hannen, of Kiogswood, Surrey, formerly 
a tradesman in London. Sir James was born 
in 1821, and waa educated ot St. Paul's 
school, whence ho moved to the Univeraity 
of Heidelberg. He was oalled.^to the bar 
at the Middle Temple in 1848, and ohose 
the Home Girouit, in which he obtained a 
very larfie praotioe, mainly in the oommer- 
cial business. He was continually employed 
in very complicated' and important oases, 
and in the great Shrewsbury case in the 
House of Lords he was one of the counsel re- 
tained by tho successful claimant. Mr. Han- 
nen was for some time counsel to the treas- 
ary. In Augnst, 18G8, he was nominated a 
puisne judge of the Queen's Bench, in suc- 
cession to the late Mr. Justice Shee, and 
had the honor of knighthood conferred upon 
him. He was appointed judge of the court 
of probate and divorce in suooesslon to Lord 
Penzance in 1872, when he was sworn in 
member of the Privy Council. Baron Han- 
noD, it will be remembered, was one of the 
judges before whom the trial of U. S. Par- 
nell took place, and he was also a member 
of the Bebring Sea tribunal of arbitration.

Tho com- 
pany is bringing in men from the provinces 
as rapidly as possible, as otherwise the city 
would be left in darkness to"morrbw even- 
ing. Tho strikers gathered at the stations 
and tried to prevent the new men from 
going to work, but they were dispersed 
eventually by tho military. All tho gaa 
workora arriving from other towns are now 
eeoorted to their destination by soldiers, 
Tho Social Demoorat congress this afternoon 
passed a rcaolution expressing sympathy 
with the strikers. 



SCHISM AUONG THE LIBBUALS. 

Mr. GladBtono Deplores the Schism Which 
Has Been Prevalent In the 
Party. 

London, March 29. — The Liberal Aaaoci- 
ation of tho city of London, which has many 
Liberal Unionists among ita members, re- 
cently sent a farewell addreaa to Mr. Glad- 
atone. In answering thia addreaa to-day, 
Mr, Gladatono wrote : " Vour addreaa 
holpamo to ohoriah tho hopo, which I never 
c*a abandon, that tho day may come for tho 
reduotioa or extinction of tho aohiam in tho 
party, the effoots of which have intruded 
throughout the whole circle of politics in a 
manner which appears to me to have been 
I disastrous on all sides. 



London, March 29.— The Behrlng Sea 
bill presented to-day to the House of Com- 
mons was submitted in "dummy" form, 
and its firat reading was merely nominal. 
The full text will bs given out Saturday. It 
ia learned, however, that the bill legalizes 
the regulations defined by the Paria tribunal 
aa to tho area of fisheries, the close season, 
the matter of licensing seal fishermen^^ the 
mode of killing seals and the penalties for 
violation of tho provisions. The measure 
olao regulates tho fines to be imposed for in- 
fractions of tho agreement and defines the 
conditions under which sealiog vessels may 
bo condemned. The bill is partially mod- 
eled upon the old modus vivendi, the mea- 
sure of 1893, also being modified to meat 
the terms of the Paris award. Sir Charles 
Russell, Sir EJward Grey and Mr. Sydney 
Charles Buxton endorse tho bill. 

Mr. Bayard informed a (jontloman this 
evening that thoro was coniploto accord be- 
tween tho United States and Great Britain 
aa to the method of enforcing tho award of 
tho Behring Sea tribunal of arbitration. . 
Any fear of difficulties, 'he added, was 
groundless. 

The Standard thia morning has a loader 
concerning the nogotiationa ia progrcaa be- 
tween Mr. Bayard and Lord Kimberley as 
regarda tho Behring Sea matter, Tho 
writer apeaka highly of the friendly sympa- 
thy manifested by Mr. Bayard in perform- 
ing hia part of tho negotiatione. "Tho 
amicable apirit which ho haa evinoad 
throughout," says tho leader, " ia an euec- 
tivo guarantee that any future difforenoo 
will bo treated in tho aamo eensiblo manner. 
Anything serving to bring the United Scales 
and England into closer sympathy ia a gain 
for the cauao of humanity." 

Washington, March 29. — The dispatch 
of the oruiaer Mohican from San Francisco 
yesterday, is for the purpose of watching 
tho seal herd' from the time they reach 
waters near the coast and .. keeping shore 
poachers from the United States away from 
them. 

A private dispatdi received by a gentle- 
man in Tiotoria intimates that the bill au- 
thorizes British war vessola.to seize British 
sealers found violating the terms of the ar- 
bitration agreemsnt. Certain named ofiScers 
of the United States navy are, it is said, 
authorized to selza British vessels caught 
olTending.

The First of tbe Salmon FleetrBeacUes

A fast voyjgo from Liverpool, Eng., 
was oomploted by tho Bcitiah bark Astoria, 
Cuptain Uanwell, whioh arrived in port yes- 
terday morniog, after being but 138 days at 
sea. The bark, waa picked np off the en- 
trance to the straits by the American tug 
Tacomai whioh broDght her to an anchorage 
in Esquimau harbor. She had a largo gen-

wharf. There are several hundred tons of 
freight on board her for Vancouver, 
and as she has already been chartered 
to load lumber at the Hustings saw 
mill she will be towed up to. the Ter 
minal city as soon as bet Victoria 
cargo is landed. On her passage out from 
England an incident of unooinnion rariiy 
occurred. OEFCapa Hora the British bark 
Silver Stream en route to London from New 
Zealand was spoken, and Capt. Dintvell for 
the fits': lime in eomo years was afforded an 
opportunity of seeing bis brother, who is 
master of the vessol. Both ships hove to 
for a few hours while Capt. Danwell 
boarded the Silver Stream. Three stow- 
aways were found aboard the Astoria about 
twelve hours after she left Liverpool, and 
were made to work for their pasdnge out. 
One of the Astoria's crew, an able eeaman, 
left the vessel yesterday on account of 
illneaa.

THE CARNEtf.lE CONTRACTS. 

Explanation as to Wliy After the DlscovJ-ry 
of Frau'ls llin Contracts Hnil Been 
I'rocciMli^a AVUh. 

Washington, March 29 —In reply to the 
criticipms mido upon tho failure of Secra 
tary Herbert and tho ordnance oHioial8 of 
tho navy to recommend the oancoUing of 
the Carnegie pontracts when the armor plate 
frauds were discovered, thd' statement is 
authorized that Buoh opposition was very 
carefully considered before tho decision was 
reached that such a course would have been 
disastrous to that speedy completion of the 
warships under construction which was 
manifestly so desirable. The facts were that 
the country was virtually without armored 
vessels, and two companies each having 
spent several million dollars in erecting 
plants for the manufacturo of heavy plates, 
were under contract to deliver 250 tons of 
Harveyized or 300 tons of plaiu steel per 
month, until the r<(|uired amount of nearly 
20,000 tons was completed. Each factory 
was working to its moximum capacity, 
barely fulfilling the contract, and each bad 
already finished one-fourth of its contract. 
Tho work was so divided that tho Bethle- 
hem company was making most of the 
heavy plates, but tho failure of either con- 
cern would delay all tho ships. The battle- 
ship Oregon was entirely dependent on tho 
Ournegies for its armor, but plates from the 
sime company were also necessary to carry 
oa tho work for all the battleships, as well 
as the cruisers Brooklyn and Olympia, and 
the ram Katahdin and the remaining ships 
of comparatively less importance, but which 
were nevertheless urgently needed for the 
navy. 

To cancel th6 Carnegie contract would 
have involved the government in lawsuits of 
doubtful outcome, and bad the coDtraotora 
Sualiy been defeated, after tedious litiga- 
tion, the remaining armor must have been 
manufactured by the Bathlehcm concern, 
which could not have undertaken it within 
two years, or else some new company would 
have to be found willing to invest several 
million dollars in a plant of sufSoient 
capacity to do the work. Experience con- 
vinced the ordnance otfioials that this would 
consume a year or two of valuable time, 
conceding tho possibility that any new com- 
pany would undertake such un investment, 
wliioh was doubtful. On tho other hand. 
Secretary Herbert was confident that the 
Carnegiea could be made to reimburse tho 
government for tho defective armor, and 
was fully assured of the ability of tho gov- 
ernment, by increasing its inspection force, 
to guard against further frauds. Recent 
reports from tho naval inspectors, who have 
been doubled in numbers and are now on 
duty night and day, show that the product 
of the Icontraotors is uniformly of higher 
grade than that of any that has been pre- 
viously famished for this purpose. 

CURIOUS STORY. 

A British Soldier's Statement Regariling tho 
Looting of Theebaw's Palace. 

London, March 29. — The Doily Chronicle 
prints to-day the following curious Story : 
"A private soldier who was engaged in Bur- 
mah in 1S85, recently, when dying in Lon- 
don, confessed that he himself and a com- 
rade named White, had committed a 
burglary in King Theebaw's palace in Man- 
dalay, and had looted the Crown regalia, 
Inolnding many jewels of immenee value. 
Fearing detection, they buried their plunder 
ontsida tho palace grounds. White was a 
pensioner, residing in Southampton. The 
India office guaranteed not to punish him 
and he confessed that the forogoicg story 
was true. White is now on his way to In- 
dia, travelling at the Qovemment's ex- 
pense. He has great confidence in his 
ability to discover tho treasure. Tho Gov- 
ernment has promised White 10 per cent, 
of whatever be discovers, np to 100,000 
rupees.vand 5 per cent, of anything beyond 
that amount."

A OONTBAST AND A WARNING. 

Tiio promptitude with which the Domin. 
ionGovcrnmonthave submitted their revised 
tariff to Purliamont ia in striking contraat 
to the dilatorinesB of the Democrats 
of the Uoited States in perfeoting 
their tariff for revenue. The Democrats 
were pledged to give tho people of tho 
Uoited States a reformed tariff. They de- 
clared in thoir convention tliut protection 
Tvaa robbery, and Mio pooplo elov.ited tliem 
to power for the express purpose of putting 
an end to the protective system. The posi- 
tion of the Domoorats of tho United States 
previous to the last presidential election re- 
aambled in very many respect a tho position 
now, and for some time back occupied by 
tho Liberals of tho Dominion, They 
both denounce protection and they 
both promised the people a tariff 
for revenue only. The Democrats wore auo- 
cassful in the election. Tlio people placed a 
Democrat in tho President's chair and thsy 
elected a lorco majority of Demoorata to the 
House of Representatives. The Senate, too, 
was in accord with popular opinion. The 
majority in that body, too, was Democratic. 
Sbe Democrats, therefore, were in a posi- 
tion to fulfil their pledges in tho face of all 
opposition. But have they abolished pro- 
tection ? Have they onocted a tariff for 
revenue only 1 They have not. They have 
not, in fact, made an earnest effort to give 
the people what they promised them. They 
have allowed themselves to be inflaanoed by 
the Protectionists — by what means Heaven 
only knows — into obstructing tariff legisla- 
tion and into defacing and mangling tho 
tiriff for revenue framed by honest Demc. 
crata. This is honr their tactics are do- 
scribed by an independent and a high olasa 
journal : 

A group of senators threaten to defeat tho 
tariff bill and to loavo tho McKinley act on 
the .Statute Book, Tho moderate measure 
that passed the House, and which twenty 
years ago would have been regarded as [\ 
very high protection bill, provided for too 
radical a reduction of rates of duty in tho 
opinion of Bouators, They throEvlsncd to 
vote against it if it came into the Senate 
uuchangod. They persuaded tho sub-com- 
mittee to which the bill was referred to 
change the free list and to placo coal, iron 
ore and sugar on tho dutiable liat. Having 
aooompliahod that much thej are atill un- 
satisfied, and are doing their worsb to defeat 
»ny attempbito make a redaotion in tariff 
taxes. 

The prospect at this moment is that these 
men will succeed in their efforts to cause 
the Democrats to break the pledges they 
made at tho presidential election and to 
deceive every one who placed faith in their 
. •amestnesB and their honesty. 

What''' is 'going on cow in the States 
■hoiild be an object leaaon for tho people of 
this Dominion. Tho Canadian Libcrala are 
not apparently so earneat iu tho oauso of 
free trade as were tho American Democrats. 
The pledges whioh our Liberal politloiaos 
have made are nob. stron{;er - than those 
which were made by'tho Amerfoan Demo- 
crats. 'Veb when the Demoorata are in 
power, they are nob able, nor indeed are 
they willing, to withstand tho inQuenccs 
that are working for Protection. Canadian 
Liberala, if they were in power, would be 
nnder the saoi^ inflnenoes and would be ex- 
posed to the Bame-temptationa as are the 
Am'erlban Demoorata. Is there any one who 



TBB DOMINION ESTIMATES. 



Tho Dominion Estimates for the ensuing 
year show that the Government ore deter- 
mined to spend as little money as possible. 
It doea not appear that they propose to 
starve the different services, but it is quite 
evident that they have made up their minds 
to economise. It must not bo forgotten 
that a very considerablo part of the expen- 
diture ia ti.'ced by atatuto, and over this, of 
oourao, even Parliament haa no control 
Until the laws are changed, the expenditure 
must go on. The amount of the oontrollablo 
expenditure is much smaller than most peo' 
pie imagine. When the critics of the Govern 
ment complain of thoir extravagance, itought 
to be rcmemborod that,after all their statutory 
obligations have been met, thoru ia a precious 
amall sum left to squander, lot the Govern- 
ment be ever so well inclined to spend pro- 
fusely. But Canadian Governments, aa a 
rule, are not lavish with tho people's money, 
and anyone who knows the present Finance 
Minister will not dream of accusing him of 
being a spendthrift. 

The part of the expenditure over which 
the Government can exercise the most con- 
trol is that on capital account. They arc 
not compelled by law to comply with tho 
requests of tho people of tho different parti 
of the Dominion for public works and im- 
provements of one kind and another. They 
must pay the salaries of officials and tho in- 
terest on the public debt, but they are 
nnder no anoh obligation to give a grant to a 
railway here, a canal there, or a breakwater 
at acme other place; so those who are mak- 
ing loud demands fcr economy and retrench- 
ment must make up their minds to be 
satisfied with small appropriationa and 
fewer improvementa. 

On camparing the estimated expenditure 
for next year with that of the yeai^to bo 
ended on the 30th of June next, we find 
that the principal reduction is on capital 
account. The ordinary expenditure of the 
current year ia estimated at $37,603,151; 
that on capital account is set down at $6,- 
8,30,760. The estimated expenditure on 
ordinary account for next year, which ends 
on the 30lh June, 1895, is $37,321,806, and 
the expenditure on capital account is to be 
only $2,716 58G Hero we have a reduction 
of $371,348 on ordinary aeooant, and $4,- 
114,173 on capital account. This shows 
that the Government have determined to 
save the moat where saving can be moat 
easily done. The Government intcnda to 
spend §708, .'lOS less on public worka next 
year than it ia doing thia year. This ia an 
economy at which many of tho representa- 
tives of tho people will grumble, for we 
notice that many members who complain 
moat bitterly about the extravagance of the 
Government, are among the most urgent in 
their demand for public works. They for- 
get that one of the imposaibilities is to save 
your oake and eat It too. We are not very 
sure that the lessened expenditure for pub- 
lic worka will be very popular with a good 
many of the people who hope that the 
preaauro of tho hard times will be lightened 
in tho localitioa in whioh thoy live by a 
liberal expenditure of public money. 

The. expenditure for railways and canals 
ia cut down from §5,080,441 to §2,43-2,700. 
On the canals alone the expenditure is to be 
reduced $2,365,000. The Sanit canal is 
nearly finished and will require a much 
amaller appropriation next year than it did 
thia, and there is to bo a considerable 
diminution of tho expenditure for deepen- 
ing the St. Lawrence canals. The large 
sum of $200,000 ia appropriated for the 
revision of the voters' Hats, and the postal 
aorvico calls for §00,500 additional expendi- 
ture. 

It ia to bo hoped that tho Govorament'a 
economics will not extend to this Province. 
It ia in that peculiar condition in whioh a 
liberal expenditure ia necessary to its de- 
velopment*. Putting it on short allowance 
juab now in the reverae of ooonomicDi. Bo- 
aidea, aa wo have more than onuo clearly 
ahown, tho Dominion is in juatico bound to 
make tho appropriationa for thia Province 
exceptionally large. It is, aa regards its 
oontribntiona to the general revenue, in an 
exoeptidn'al ](i68ition;''and,~ therefore, requires 
exceptional treatment. 



enact a law whioh contravenes the express 
terms of an existing treaty. It is more 
than likely that the new treaty was nego- 
tiated for the purpose of taking away from 
the United Statea the reproach of covenant- 
breaking. The Chinese, though they are 
heathens, know that it is right for naticnF, 
aa well us individuals, to keep their word, 
aud they no doubt have their own opinion 
of a Christian nation whioh breaka its word 
by legal enactment. 

THE FATHER OF PROHIBITION. 

Neal Dow, the Father of Prohibition, haa 
juab celebrated his ninetieth birthday. He 
is atill halo and hearty and is in tho full poa- 
aoasion of all hia faoultiea. Ho became a tem- 
perance miesionary fifty-three years ago and 
lie haa been more or leas actively engaged in 
tho work ever since. He succeeded In per- 
suading tho citizens of his own stato to en- 
act a prohibitory law more than forty years 
ago. It has never ainoo been repealed. On 
tho contrary prohibition haa been incorpor- 
ated into the conetitutioa of the State of 
Maine. 

When Neal Dow first became an apostle 
of total abstinence there were very few tem- 
perance aociotiea on thia continent and pro- 
hibition was a thing unkuowu. To-day totol 
abstainers are iu Amerioacountod by tho mil- 
lion and many Statea of the Union 
iiave tried and are trying the experiment of 
prohibition. Its suooess, however, is vety 
far indeed from being aasured. However, 
it is still popular, aa the plebiscites taken 
lately iu eeveral of tho provinces of this 
Dominion prove. 

Exactly what measure of success temper- 
ance has bad during the laat fifty years, it 
ia almost impossible to estimate. It is cer- 
tain that there has been a groat change of 
opinion on tho subject since 1810, and tho 
drinking habits of the people have iindor- 
gono a very nuiterial change. The (quantity 
of spirituous liquors oouaumcd per capita 
niuat, it appears to ui, be considerably leas 
than when they were considered a neces- 
aity of life. Fifty years ago very little, 
either of work or play, could bo done with 
out strong drink, and tho decanter and 
glaesea were present on all occasions, sor 
rowful as well es joyful. Neal Dow, in hia 
day, has witnessed a revolution in the drink- 
ing ciistoms of society, and a 'wonderful 
change in the catimate in whioh h'qnor ia 
hold by people generally. The change has, 
without doubt, been an improvement, and 
the grand old man has been tho instrument 
of doing much good in many oountriea. The 
work which Keal Dow commenced under 
great difficultiea, and the principles which 
ho advocated in the face of a perfect storm 
of ridicule and opprobrium, are still going on 
and still spreading. What the ultimate re^ 
suit ia to be, no man living can tell.

The above lines were found written in the 
leaves of one of the ship's books of tho 
wrecked Archer when Capt. John Irving eZ' 
amined the vessel at Clayoquot, before she 
was taken in tow by the Pioneer to bring 
her into port. 

The dismasted and storm-beaten hull of 
the bark Arober was towed into port yes- 
terday by the tug Pioneer, and now lies in 
Esquimalt harbor. On Saturday Captain 
John Irving loft for Clayoquot, going down 
the straits on the stoamor Maude and 
transferring to the tug Pioneer, which took 
him to his destination, where the Archer 
still lay on her beam ends in Tomplur chan- 
nel. By midnight on Sunday, by working 
hard, the ballast was shifted, and the 
Archer once more lay on an even keel, 
though with a slight list. Monday and 
Tuesday the weather was so rough that no 
attempt oould bo made to start on the re- 
turn trip. In tho afternoon of Tuesday a 
tug, which turned out to be the Lome, was 
sighted outside Broken channel, aud Captain 
Irving boarded her, intending to get her 
help in towing tho Archer. Wednesday the 
weather moderated considerably, and when 
the tide was at its highest tbo Pioneer got 
under way with tho bark in tow, the Lome 
drawing too much water to venture into the 
narrow, shallow channel. Seven vessels 
were sighted during thia part of tho time, 
four of them having been driven far out of 
their course by the stormy weather of the 
early part of the week. Among them wos 
tho collier Atnerici, bound to Comox for 
coal. The Lome, with Capt. Irving still 
aboard, picked her up 25 milea off Clayo- 
quot and took her in tow for her destination. 
Capt. Irving got back to tho city to-day, 
bringing with him tho mate's log of the 
Archer. There was little of value left inside 
tho wreck the Indiana and others near 
where the veesol lay having regularly looted 
her, smashing in doors, breaking open boxes 
and looks and carrying away whatever they 
oould lay thoir hands upon. There is, says 
Captain Irving, a severe penalty attached 
for this stealing from wrecks and the re- 
ceiver of wrecks is empowered by the law 
to Bond at tbo first opportunity an olBcial 
to take charge of all stolen goods and to 
secure the puDlshmont if possible of the 
offenders. Consequently the looters of the 
Aroher may yet find themselves in trouble. 

When tho Archer gOfc into port to-day she 
was libelled by the C.P.N. Co. for the sum 
of $10,000 salvage claims for services ren- 
dered by tho steamer Maude in towing her 
10 a safe anchorage in Clayoquot Sound and 
also for towage. It ia understood that any 
other claims for salvage will be consolidated 
in that of the C.P.N. Besides the sheriQ'a 
officer on tho Archer, Collector Milne, re- 
ceiver of wrecks, has his ropresentativo sta- 
tioned on board in the person of Capt, John 
Bennett, 

Though her hull is yet sound, only the 
stumps of her masts remain standing. One 
boat, still lies in its place on deck, and there 
are three largo anchors with a quantity of 
chain cable loft, while tho spare sails stosved 
away below eaouped from the hands of tho 
looteia 

The mate's log brought down by Capt. 
Irving gives no informstion as to tho mis- 
fortune that happened the vessel, though as 
tho eptriPB stop after 2 p. m. on Sunday 
tho IS'h, it may bo surmised that the 
vessel went on her beam ends some time 
that evening. Friday, IG, is tho first 
entry, the fierce gale forcing tho bark back 
to anchorage at Port Angeles. Saturday's 
entry presents nothing particular beyond 
the fact of her starting to aca again, and on 
Sunday, March 18, her tug dropped her 
seven milea off Flattery in tho midat of a 
moderate gale. 

A LONG PASSAGE. 

Tho " liarsest Ship in the World" JIas a Most 
Trying Trip. 

SiiATTLE, March 29. — The ship Kennebec, 
whioh arrived here to-day, brings news of 
the Chinese ship Somales, the largest in the 

world, which sailed from Hong Kong bound 
to 'Frisco, and haa been given up as lost, 
having been out 159 days, tho usual time 
being fifty-three days. The Kennebec found 
the vessel four hundred miles north of San 
Francisco, making for this port, but all on 
board in a starving condition... Belief was 
given by the Kennebeo sofScient to tako tho 
Somales to port. When she left Hong 
Kong she encountered so many monsoons 
that she gave up tho attempt to make the 
direct passage to America ; sho therefore 
sailed into tho Java sea through tho Tom- 
bon pasaago into tho Indian ocean, passing 
around South of Australia and encircling 
the Polynesian Islands before sho atruck a 
norlhwoot course. A starboard tack was 
maintained for five wooka on that course, 
when sho mot tho Kennebeo ; she will prob- 
ably reach San Francisco to-morrow.

tinder governesses nnd tutors, but at the 

early ago of 13 sho decided to dispenso 
with those and contiimo her studios 
alono. Her perfect knowledge of many 
tongues — she speaks, reads and writes 
six different languages — was acquired 
by actual residence among the national- 
ities by whom they are spoken, aVisorb- 
Jiig at tho saiiio tinio all of interest per- 
taining to the ancient history of tho 
people. 

It was about this time that archit^ol- 
ogy became tho great passion of her life, 
but it was not until later years that Bho 
gave tho result of her labors in this fas- 
cinating field to tho world. While yet 
in her girlhood tho promulgation of tho 
emancipation proclamation by Czar 
Alexander II greatly reduced tho for- 
tunes of her family, and soon after when 
a position on a leading St. Petersburg 
newspaper, The Golosh, was tendered 
the young enthusiast sho gladly accept- 
ed tho offer and distinguished herself by 
the rapidity of her translations from 
tho various exchanges which found their 
way into the office. Her most preten- 
tious wgrk at that time was the render- 
ing of Thiers* ''HisJory of tlie Eevolu- 
tipii" into tho Russian language. In 
addition to this, tho young princess was 
tho sw(n-n translator for two of tho most 
prominent notaries public in St. Peters- 
burg and became widely' known through 
liOr liiignlstlc ailainnieiifs. 

About this time sho decided to pay 
this country a viHit. Her fiuccrss hero 
was instantaneous, hut her wurk for 
some time after h(>r!irrival was nut such 
as would inalie her known to tlio gen- 
eral jiublic. Sho superintended tho edu- 
cation of many of tho daughters of tho 
old Knickcrljocker families of New 
Yiu'.:. It was whilo giving oral iiistruc- 
tiou to these young ladies in tho mys- 
teries of ancient history that sho con- 
ceived the brilliant idea of placing this 
Ijrauch of her knowledge before thopnb- 
lic in a manner so siiujilifiod as tobring 
Tt" w^fliiil the couuu'ci^'^^-UiiOij J? aj;

P. Pntnam's Sons of Now York em- 
ployed iK-r to contributo a history of 
Assyria for their "Story Series." Since 
then sho has written continnonsly for 
this firm, contributing a "History of 
jMedea, Babylon and Persia," and is 
now at work on a translation, with an- 
notations, of Anatole Leroy-Beanlieu's 
"Tho Empire of the Czars and the Rus- 
sians." It ia a work of three large vol- 
xiipes.

Lenoniiaiit, JIaxMnllor, A. Sayce.Fritz 
Hommol and otliers of equal distinction. 
Thero is not a more busy woman in 
New York city today than this gifted 
Russian lady.

Mr. Hunter said ho had been in favor of 
the bill aa introduced, but since the commit- 
tee tho other nipht adopted the amendment 
of tho leader of tho opposition tho bill hud 
become one for tho destruction of tho game 
■instead of for its protection, and ho would 
therefore support tho amendment. 

HoK. Mr. Davie expressed tho hope that 
the house would not allow all the labor put 
-upon the bill to bo wasted in this way. If 
an amendment had been thoughtleasly 
adopted, that should not now be a reason for 
dropping the whole meaaure, but the houEc 
might better set itself to repair the damage 
then done. 

HoK. Mb. Vebnon, after further disous- 
aion, said it should not be forgotten that 
this bill deals with more than the subject of 
deer and deerakius, upon whioh there ap- 
pears to be great diflferenco of opinion. It 
had been introduced largely at the request 
of many people of tho interior, who feared 
tho entire deatruotion of tho prairie chicken, 
blue grouse and other game birds if such a 
bill iu not paaacd. 

Tho amendment giving tho six months 
hoiat was adopted on division of IS to 11. 

LINE FENCES AND WAIKR COURSES. 

The houBO went into committee ou the 
'line fences and water courses bill, Mr. 
Semlin in the chair. 

Bill reported complete without amend - 
■ment. 

HOMESTEAD AOT. 

Tlie house wont into committee of the 
whcle on the bill to amend the homestead 
act, to provide for the exemption of certain 
goods and chattels from seizure, Mr. Grant 
in the chair. 

After considerable discussion, on motion 
■of Mr. Rogers, tho committee rose without 
■reporting. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

The mesasgea of His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor transmitting them having been 
.considered in committee of the whole, the 
following bills were introduced and read a 
first time ; 

Respecting the Horsefly and the Cariboo 
hydraulic mining company ; 

To authorize the grant of certain lands to 
tho Westminster and Vancouver tramway 
company ; 

To provide for the appointment of official 
sealers of sawloga and other out timbers. 
CHURCH RESERVE AT WKSTMINSTER, 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved the second 
reading of the bill to authorize the sale of 
certain lands to the Bishop of New West- 
minster. He explained that this land had 
been set apart as a oburoh reserve at tho 
time of the original survey, that application 
to purchase it had been made by the Bishop; 
that the subject had at tho instance of Mr. 
Brown been reported upon to the house by 
a select committee in 1892, and that that 
report recommends the sale, whioh the gov- 
ernment now asks, authority to make as a 
tardy act of justice. In law it is question- 
able whether or not the church can claim 
the land, but he thought the see of Colum- 
bia has a very strong moral right to acquire 
it at a fair price. 

Bill read a second time. 

rUDLIO SCHOOL ACT. 

Hon. Col Baker moved the second read- 
ing of the bill to amend the public school 
aot. He explained the important olauaea 
added to thia bill since its former introduc- 
tion, one of these providing that the high 
schools shall be created collegiate institutes, 
80 that they may siBliate with certain uni- 
yersities inEastern Canada. Sach affiliation 
he explained would give thepnpila who p^sa 
the matriculation examination the right to 
put in the first two years of their university 
course at their own high schools in this 
province. The high school at Vancouver 
has already obtained permission from Mo- 
Cill to aUiliate, and ho had no doubt that 
Victoria, WeatmiDStor and Nanaimo will 
soon obtain a similar concession. Tho pro- 
vision that it shall not be lawful to maintain 
n powder miig«zine within 500 yards of a 
public school, ho thought ought to have tho 
effect of causing tho Dominion authoritiea to 
remove the magazine which has so long been 
a nuieanoo on Beacon hill. Another clause 
provides that tlie tchool sites ebfi,\l be vested 
in the corporations of tho cities whijh now 
have tho entire control of tho schools. 

Hon. Mil Beaven said with respect 
to tho ponder magazine he thought 
tliat the Imperial and Dominion gov- 
ernments have the right to store 
powder wherever they please, and 
while he was in symjitithy with tho object 
of the clause dealing with tho subject ho did 
not think it could do any good, and it might 
cause tho act to bo disallowed. Ho wiahod 
to discuss in committee the advisability of 
giving to corporations as propoeed tho right 
to encumber by mortgage or otherwise the 
Echool sites to be vested in them. 

Dk. Wait spoke in support of the bill, 
but suggested that the collegiate institutes 
should have authority to aflSllate each with 
more than one university. 

Bill road a second time. 

CONCILIATION AND ARUITRATION. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved tho second 
reading of tho bill to provide for councils of 
labor conciliation and arbitration, which he 
proceeded to explain. It would be noticed, 
ho said, that tho bill does not provide for 
any compulsory arbitration, whioh In other 
countries has been found uuworkablo, while 
tho principle of voluntary arbitration has 
been found very aucccaaful in operation, and 
tho councils of conciliation havo been ablo 
to adjust tho matter in disputn in 
fully nine-tenths of tho cases submitted to 
them. The commisBioners to bo appointed 
under thia aot will keep records of every 
dispute deaic with, whether settled or un- 
settled, which will no doubt prove very 
useful for reference.' 

Mr. Semlin expressed doubt that any 
good whatever could come out of the bill, 
any more than had resulted from the bill of 
last year. He thought voluntary arbitra- 
tion can be resorted to aii any time .' without 
any reference to. B biU.of this kind. . 

Mb. Fobstbb said he had aln:ays been of 



the opinion that compulsory arbitration is a 
delusion, and consequently if there is to be 
any arbitration at all it mast be voluntary, 
and the only part a government can play in 
the matter is to have machinery at band 
whioh can immediately be put into opera- 
tion. He thought the bill probably as 
much as can bo accomplished at the present 
time, and thoraforo would support it. 

Dr. Watt spoke ia support of the bill. 

Hon. Col. Baker said it had been found 
In England that whenever the employers 
and employed meet each other round tho 
same table to dlsousa their difBoultios, in 
nina- oases out of ten an amicable 
Bottlement ia the result. This bill inyolvos 
very little expense to the country, aa it will 
he administered by the Provincial Secre- 
tary's department, a tentative arrangement 
which oan be continued or not, as cxperi- 
enoo shows to be advisable. The labor 
commission to be appointed in accordance 
wit^ the vote granted will take evidenae 
whidfi ^ill no donbt seohre information 
such as will be useful in forminc! a more 
comprehensive measure if neoessary next 
year. 

Mr, Bbown took exception to the power 
given to appoint a. depnty ccunmisaibner, 
permanently if desked, while there Is no 

provision in the estimates for such an offi- 
cer. He objected also to limiting the 
opplication of tho aot to disputes affecting 
not less than fifteen oinployoa, as he felt 
that to thus arbitrarily fix the number 
might prevent very desiroblo arbitration in 
connection with industrial establishments 
having perhaps only twelve or thirteen 
hands. These wero points, however, whioh 
might be dealt with in oonimittoe, and ho 
would vote fer tho aecoud reading. 
Bill read a aecond time. 

FKASER river IIRIDGE. 

The report from oommitteo ou tho Fraaer 
river bridge bill was adopted, uud tho bill 
wau read a third time and passed. 

METHODIST UNION. 

The house went into committee on tho 
bill respecting the union of certain Meth- 
odjat churches in Canada, Mr. Hunter in 

tho chair. 

Bill reported complete without amend- 
ment. Report adopted and bill read a 
third time and passed. 

LAND ACT. 

The house went into committee on tho 
land act amendmont bill, Mr. Hall in tho 
chair. 

Tne committee reported progress, and at 
G o'clock the house rose

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

To THE Editor:— My attention has boon 
called to a letter recently published in tho 
Colonist signed by Dr. Davie, questioning 
the correctness of the figuree in the report 
furnialied the City Council by its oommitteo 
appointed to inquire into the klFjira of tho 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

Tho information as to tho coat of the 
Jubilee hospital was taken from a com- 
munication sent to the Council on tho 
Gbh instant by J. Stuart Yates, acting sec- 
retary, in which he stated the total cost of 
tho Jubilee hospital to date was $96,000. 

The House Surgeon at the hospital kindly 
furnished the committee with the number of 
patients and particulars as to the hospital 
staff. 

The cost of working expenses of the hos- 
pital were received by the committee at a 
meeting of tho board of directors. 

Dr. Dftvie has the bad taste to question 
the figures relating to the St. Joseph's hos- 
pital. These were received directly from 
headquarters, and can bo relied upon beyond 
question. 

It was not tho intention of tho committee 
to give a more detailed report ; round tig- 
urea dealing with the various matters iu a 
lumpsum were considered auinciont to lay 
the desired facta before the Council. 

It would seem from Dr. Daviea' etato- 
ment that the information given to tho 
Council should have como from him and the 
Board of Directors of tho Jubilee linspital — 
in fact the latter were iticciixf.d aguinst the 
committea for gathering information about 
the hospital on the outside. That Dr. Davie 
should not approve of the comniittee's report 
is not surprising, as he ia pcrh'jps tho only 
physician in Victoria who thinks the hos- 
pital is managed cs it ought to bo. 

On making inquiries tho committee fcund 
complaints numerous and loud ogaioat tho 
management of the Jubilee liospital, ond it 
aeemed to the committee that tho medical 
men of the city, who certainly ought to knoiv 
more about hospital matters than we laymen, 
were the loudest to condemn tho manage- 
ment, which they claimed was not only un- 
just to the medical profession at large but 
led to extravagance in the running expenses 
of the institution. 

In further considering this matter of 
mauagement the committee oame to the con- 
clusion that the whole trouble with tho 
hospital was its large and unworkable board 
of directors, which was not conducive to 
economy as ita prcaont financial distress 
fully domonatrates. 

Dr. Divie, with his usual acumen, acems 
to have suddenly become awore that there 
was something wrong, for he agrees with 
the committee's suggestion that tho board 
ought to be reduced in number, and that in 
the event of the ci*y granting tlie rc(|iiired 
aid that it. have ita fair share of reprLSenta- 
tion ou tho management. Tho doctor'a re- 
ference to St. Joseph hospital ia certainly 
not complimcntury. Yet there are a great 
many benighted persona who prefer to take 
their nursing at tho hands of tho 
good Sisters at St. Joseph's old 
"obsolete block hospital" than ut its 
more costly, modern uiid pretcntimia rival. 
With your further kind indulgence I will 
here give the liguros of our report, and I am 
quite willing to leave the question of 
whether we did right in comparing the two 
hospitals to the dooision of the intelligent 
reader :

Af tor 
a timo tho storm. was^ allayed, and,' without 
having made Sny"'initerial progress, tho 
House adjourned at 6:50 o'clock until to- 
morrow at noon.

To THK Editor:— I should like to draw 
tho attention of your readers to the two 
tiv6c vftUeys Bp this Inlet. I arrived in 
Vancouver from England laafc February, and 

found much difficulty in obtaining informa- 
tion respecting li»nda available for sottlo- 
inont. Now, hero ia room for some hun- 
dreds of ranoUoa on good land that will pay 
one well to clear, and where you would ;;ot 
nearly if not all yonr 160 aorea available for 
cultivaiionTanff M'filaW^to take in 30 or 40 
acres of rook, aa ia the case with so many of 
the islands. Tho land is some of tho finest 
to be found, tho soil ia aandy and oUyloama, 
with places wboro the sand predominates, 
but there grass grows well. It ia timbered 
with alder near the river, with spruoo, fir 
and oodar nearer tho mountains. 
I Buppose that, speaking general- 
ly, one-third of oaoh claim would 
bo alder land. A great advantage is that 
hero there ia sure to bo a marked for all the 
produoo raided, aa the Govornmont hold six 
tiimro miles at tho mouth of the Homalko, 
unil four miles tqu;>ro is iield on the South- 
gain for another tonn, thuri there will be 
I .vo to-i-'na wiiliin three miles of oaoh other 
Nut on!y so, but theaa rivers form the 
n'»' iiril high Aiiy ihrtjugh to the Chilcotiu, 
liluoli^valer und Ntohaco Valioya. Roadu 
could bo cut through either rivora which 
would bring all tho trallio of those valleya 
down to suit water and thus within a day's 
journey by steamboat with Victoria or Van- 
couver, ilr. Franklin baa already out a 
rough trail up the Southgato to Chiico and 
Tatla like!', and intends this summer to im 
prove it so that cattle can be driven down, 
There seems to bo no diflioulty except 
bridges across creeks, and once across a nar- 
row part of the river and a ^n^d^^'^l 
slope up the mountain till Chllco 
lake lies at your feet. The Hornath road 
would he the moat direct one and would 
pass through some fine farming ooaotry 
Trappers tell mo- that in one place in the 
valley there ia room for probably forty set 
tiers in a block. The. SoutbKate ii already 
settled up for seven miles. The great need 
is a good road, when the rest of the valley 
would bo soon pre-empted, and it would bo 
a great benefit to have it surveyed. 

Wo have fifteen children, but some are 
too young and others too old to bo available 
for acholars ; wo wont a few more and then 
wo shall get a school. It seems a pity set 
llera should go so far north whilst there is 
land lying unoccupied much nearer, and 
which will Boou bo very valuable. All the 
fettlera would bo glad to give any informa 
tlon freo to intending seltlora personally or 
by letter.
